However, they welcomed the 
proposal as an indication that the 
Soviet Union is now ready to 
negotiate on the inspection issue 
after evading it for 15 months.

Semyon K. Tsarapkin of the 
Soviety Union said his govern- 
ment was proposing three annual 
inspections of the territories of 
each of the three powers negoti- 
ating here because agreement on 
the question would constitute a| 
long step forward toward the con- | 
clusion of a treaty. 


The offer was the first specific 
figure advanced by the Soviet 
Union in connection with the plan 
that it presented in April, 1959, 
for an annual quota of veto-free 
inspections. 

The United States tabled at 
Tuesday’s 234th session of the 
20-month-old conference a draft 
text of a treaty article providing 
for the eventual accession to the 
pact of ‘‘any state or authority” 
in order that the projected con- 
trol system may be worldwide. 


WORLD WIDE CONTROL 


The use of the word ‘‘authority”’ 
is destined to cover any regime, 
such as Communist China or the 
Republic of Korea, that one or 
the other of the three original 
negotiators may not recognize. 


Both sides have recognized that 
unless the control system can be 
made effective the world over the 
treaty “will fall,” as James J. 
Wadsworth, the U.S. delegate, has 
put it. The siting of control posts 
in such a large land mass as con- 
tinental China is imperative if 
the treaty member nations are io 
be assured that the ban is being 
respected everywhere.

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Unpledged Electors 
Is Not the Solution 


The State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee should think long and carefully be- 
fore deciding to put the question of un- 
pledged electors on the September pri- 
mary ballot. Looking at the balance sheet 
even now, such action would be extremely 
unwise. 

In the first place, there is no ground 
swell of support for such a move, indicat- 
ing that on a popular vote basis it would 
be soundly defeated. There is, on the other 
hand, widespread resentment against any 
attempt, read or implied, by a handful of 
politicians to usurp the people s right to 
vote for the candidate of their choice. 

Whatever the outcome of such an 
election, the consequences could be peril- 
ous to the state’s Democratic leadership 
and would weaken greatly the power of 
Georgians in Congress. The seniority sys- 
tem already is under fire and yet remains 
the last stronghold of Southern Democrats 
in House and Senate. Must we provide an- 
other weapon for its destruction? 


Noting the glee with which the idea of 
unpledged electors has been greeted by 
Republicans and other inherent dangers, 
it has been discarded by other Southern 
states except Georgia. Mississippi alone 
flirts with a third-party movement. 
Such Georgia leaders as Reps. Mitchell, 
Pilcher, Flynt and Vinson have pledged 
to stick with the party. 

State Democratic Party Chairman 
James H. Gray has said that he would feel 
obligated to resign in the event his state 
party decides to support the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket and he decides the oppo- 
site. That, at least, is an honest approach. 

Like it or not, the Democratic Party 
is a national party and cannot exist as a 
conglomeration of splinter movements. 
National party nominees are state party 
nominees and the will of the majority pre- 
vails. 

If Georgia Democratic leaders do not 
like the party leaders and platforms, it is 
their privilege. But in trifling with the 
will of the people, they tread on danger- 
ous ground. Let the voters choose Demo- 
crats or Republicans but at least let them 
have the choice!

New Weapon Shaped 
To Bolster Economy 


“Project Progress,” a promising ap- 
proach to beefing up the economy in 
hard-pressed areas of the state, was de- 
scribed in detail yesterday by Lt. Gov. 
Garland Byrd in an address to the Georgia 
Municipal Assn. 


The plan, worked out by the Senate 
Government Operations Committee after 
long study, will combine the resources of 
the state, private enterprise and leaders 
at the local level in determining what is 
needed to boost the economy in selected 
areas and then taking action to achieve 
the goal. 


In the beginning there will be pilot 
projects, which is the sound way to ascer- 
tain whether or not to expand the pro- 
gram and if so in what directions. Knowl- 
edge obtained from the first undertakings 
can help avoid costly mistakes in the 
future. 


If all goes well, “Project Progress” 
will be a boon to the state’s economy as 
a whole. Certainly it is getting off on the 
right footing by launching pilot studies 
rather than scattergun efforts aimed in 
every direction, by recognizing the value 
of area development rather than pitting 
community against community, and by 
realizing that solutions to specific prob- 
lems will vary in accordance with the 
resources of various sections. 


Sound administration of the program 
and ample support at the local level 
should result in overcoming sags in the 
economy and in the long run lead to a 
higher degree of development for both 
rural and urban areas.

Lodge’s Evidence Puts 
Russia on Defensive 


Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge’s 
marshaling of evidence in the debate on 
the RB47 has been impressive. His ap- 
peal for an impartial investigation of the 
matter by either a three-nation commis- 
sion or the International Court of Justice 
was a bold stroke that took us out of a 
defensive position and put the Russians in 
one, instead. 


A statement made by the Soviet rep- 
resentative in the debate in the Security 
Council, Vasily Kuznetsov, seems espe- 
cially important to us. 


He said that “it is not necessary to 
set up any commissions but to condemn 
the aggressor and bring him to book.” 


In this country and every other one 
where the words “justice” has any mean- 
ing, “condemnation” and “bringing to 
book” logically follow the establishment 
of guilt by tribunals or commissions. The 
mere fact that a prosecutor says someone 
if an aggressor is not enough. 


The best answer to Mr. Kuznetsov 
came from France's Armand Berard. He 
said “. . . In these circumstances how can 
the Security Council condemn the U.S 
government before the facts have been es- 
tablished? - - - So long as the Soviet 
Union government has not shown very 
Clearly that it was right, so long as it has 
not refuted the statement made by the 
representative of the United States, we 
cannot recognize that the Soviet Union 


government was justified in shooti 
down the RB47....” ——o 


There are important differences be- 
tween Russian justice and American jus- 
tice. We hope the peoples of the world 
and their leaders — especially those who 
stand now undecided as to whether to 
apply the Jeffersonian or the Marxian 
formula to their revolutions—will well 
note this distinction.

The Republican committee offering, so rudely rejected by Nixon 
as insufficient, really said it more plainly: “We reaffirm the consti- 
tutional right to peaceful assembly to protest discrimination in 
private business establishments. We applaud the action of the 
businessmen who have abandoned discriminatory practices in retail es- 
tablishments and we urge others to follow their example.” 

What Democrats called a mere signal the Republicans embraced 
as a reaffirmation and even that didn’t reassure Nixon that he 
had outpromised Kennedy. The final irony is that both Kennedy and 
Nixon mumbled little footnotes saying they approved only those 
sit-ins that did not violate the law. 

We, too, applaud the businessmen who have abandoned these 
discriminatory practices. We do not applaud posturing politicians of 
either party who roar the whereas and whisper the fine print.

thing, with something like, ‘I'll never forget one Wednesday .. .”’ and his wife fells

him with a quick, “No, hon, it was Tuesday.” From there on it’s touch and go between the story 
teller and his little helpmeet. They squabble endlessly and exhaustingly over which one of the chil- 
dren was having measles at the time ‘(or was it chickenpox?) and whether the thing happened on 
the road to Albany or was it just out of Duluth. 


The “That reminds me... ” 
raconteur is a horse of another 
color. A dark horse, to be more 
specific. Sometimes the thing 
he is reminded of is as apt and 
fitting as a razorback hog in 
the parlor. But more often, the 
“That reminds me... ” is 
simply the opening to wondrous- 
ly amusing tales, some of which 
fit the subject under discussion 
neatly and precisely. 

The other night our favorite

at the door. } 

It had been a short weekend 
visit—only a day and a night. 
But there had been time for a 
swim in the icy creek water 
where a bunch of skinny little 
boys did belly-busters from ‘the 
high rock, a white “X’’ where 
their overall straps had been, 
on their cornfield-browned backs. 
There had been time for wading 
dreamily in rushing, silver wa- 
ter, lingering beside small musi- 
cal waterfalls to flirt a spring 
lizard on a fishing line at a 
haughty, heedless rainbow trout. 
There had been time to pick 
handfuls of tart, sun-warmed 
blackberries and a bouquet of 
wild Sweet William and silvery 
green horse mint.

Sound Policies 


Such results are the fruit of 
sound, deliberate policies — in- 
cluding executive veto of ir- 
responsible, narrowly conceived, 
pork-barrel legislation. These 
surpluses create new confidence 
in the principle of fiscal responsi- 
bility in the federal government, 
lessen inflationary pressures and 
offer new hope for some debt 
reduction. 


We have, of course, serious do- 
mestic problems still requiring at- 
tention. Mere recitation of a few 
of them emphasizes the moral 
obligation of the nation as a 
whole and each of its individual 
citizens in these matters.

Strongest Power 


Our record proves that we have 
lived and worked in these con- 
victions. 

Now I come to the military 
field. 


In the sum of our capabilities 
we have become the strongest 
military power on earth. 


But just as Job had his boils 
so we have a sult of professional 
pessimists who, taking counsel of 
their fears, continually mouth the 
allegation that America has be- 
come a second rate military 
power. 


This extraordinary assertion 
amazes our friends in the world 
who know better; it even bewil- 
ders many of our own people who 
have examined our seven-and-a- 
half-year record of military ex- 
pansion and who are not used to 
hearing their gigantic defense ef- 
forts so belittled. 


A Look at Records 


But let me give you a few 


glimpses of the comparative 
record. 
Let us go back to the last peace- 


time year of the previous admin- 
istration. Defense expenditures 
during the twelve months preced- 
ing the outbreak of the Korean 
War were less than $12 billion. 
Today, we are spending, after 
seven years without hostilities, 
over three times that much — 
more than $41 billion annually on 
a powerful, flexible and adequate 
defense establishment, which 
commands world - wide respect. 


In 1953 our mainstay in the 
Strategic Air Command was the 
B36. We Still had many old World 
War II B29s in operating squad- 
rons. 


Since then our fleet of heavy 
bombers has nearly doubled. Fur- 
thermore the bombers with which 
the Strategic Air Command is 
now equipped are B52s, giant in- 
tercontinental jets which dwarf 
the power of the obsolete B36. 


New supersonic B58s are enter- 
ing our operational forces to re- 
place some of the older, medium- 
range B47 jets. 


A third of this great force, de- 
ployed strategically around the 
world, is maintained on continuous 
ground alert, able to take off 
within minutes, carrying unimag- 
inable destructive power. 


Single Command 


When this administration took 
office, continental U.S. defense 
was almost non-existent. Today, 
under single command, our con- 
tinental defense against manned 
aircraft has virtually been ‘com- 
pleted. Against the threat of long- 
range ballistic missiles, we are 
pressing forward with vast pro- 
grams featuring 3,000 - mile range 
radar stations and satellite warn- 
ing systems. 


In 1953, our navy had yet to 
launch its first nuclear - powered 
ship. Aside from a handful of de- 
stroyer types, not a single mod- 
ern first - line ship had joined the 
fleet since the end of the con- 
struction program of World 
War II. 


Now the Navy has been -pro- 
gressively reshaped. Fifty new 
guided-missile ships have been 
authorized since 1953. We have 
provided for approximately the 
same number of nuclear - powered 
vessels. Two of the revolutionary 
Polaris submarines will be opera- 


tional this year — and this has 
been done in two-thirds of the 
time required by the most op- 
timistic estimate. 

Incidentally, the Polaris sub- 


su 
has just passed its final 
a revo- 
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under way. The total expenditure 
in this field by the previous ad- 
ministration during its entire ten- 
ure was less than 7 million 
dollars. 


Promptly after the close of 
World War II, the Soviet Union 
began concentrating on missile 
development. But the present ad- 
ministration, entering office in 
1953, had to start practically from 
scratch. And what have we ac- 
complished? 


We have developed a whole 
family of intermediate and inter- 
continental ballistic missiles. Mis- 
sile squadrons are operational in 
Western Europe. Our first opera- 
tional intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. have gone into place. The 
whole effort becomes more and 
more efficient and is being ac- 
celerated. 


The American space satellites, 
now providing answers to great 
scientific problems, were ignored 
during the previous administra- 
tion. In this kind of scientific ex- 
ploration we now lead the world. 


The Army of the United States, 
which was sent into the Korean 
War, was but a slightly updated 
version of the Army with which 
we fought World War IL. Since 
then, the Army and the Marines 
have been reorganized and re- 
equipped to fight under every con- 
ceivable condition. New man-car- 
ried guided missiles and nuclear- 
capable rockets are giving the 
foot soldier a vastly greater pow- 
er than even that of a big bomber 
of World War II. 


Military the Best 


Fellow Americans: the United 
States today possesses a military 
establishment of incalculable 
power. Combined with the 
strength of our North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization and 
other allies, the free world is pre- 
pared to meet any threat, and, by 
its retaliatory strength, to face 
any potential aggressor with a 
mighty deterrent. 


Over all these years we have 
given priority to the nation’s se- 
curity above other purposes and 
programs. 


But, in addition to all this com- 
petent military, scientific, intelli- 
gence and State Department 
staffs keep daily touch with 
changing international conditions 
as well as new possibilities for the 
technical improvement of our 
forces. 


I have, time and again, an- 
nounced my purpose of Trecom- 
mending to the Congress new 
methods and, where necessary, 
new appropriations to meet new 
situations and take advantage of 
new opportunities for increasing 
our security. Vigilance will never 
be relaxed. 


All this has been brought about 
by vigorous and imaginative lead- 
ership, the genius of our sci- 
entists, the skill of our armed 
forces and by the sacrifices of 
our people. To belittle the might, 
prestige, pride and capabilities of 
these groups does such violence 
to my sense of what is right that 
I have difficulty in restraining my 
feelings of indignation. 


America’s Goal 

The world knows that this awe- 
some strength is maintained for 
one principal purpose: to make 
war so completely unthinkable 
that any would-be aggressor will 
not dare to attack us. With such a 
deterrent and defensive power, 
we. have the opportunity to work 
patiently toward the time when 
we can gradually transfer produc- 
tion from arms to the true needs 
of mankind. This is America’s 
goal. ! 
And now I turn to our dealings 
with other nations.

In the pursuit of world peace, 
I have personally journeyed more 
than 90,000 miles during the past 
year, and visited the people of

four continents. I have heard the 
insistent demands of men every- 
where for the right to live their 
lives in peace, and I have seen 
and taken part in many impres- 
sive American initiatives directed 
toward this crucial goal. 

In Europe, our friends are 
more prosperous and stronger 
than at any time in history, and 
NATO stands more solidly united 
with greater resources of strength 
than ever before. 


Deep Interest 


The independence of South Ko- 
rea endures, as does that of 
South Vietnam and Taiwan. The 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza- 
tion, organized in 1954, manifests 
our deep interest in the freedom 
and welfare of 175 million people 
in that quarter of the world, as 
does the new security treaty be- 
tween Japan and ourselves. 


The American family of na- 
tions is more closely knit than 
ever before, with new instruments 
for effective cooperation. We have 
created the Inter-American De- 
velopment Bank with our Latin 
American friends. We have es- 
tablished the development loan 
fund in order to avoid placing 
unreasonable burdens upon de- 
veloping nations, and we have 
increased the lending capacity of 
the Export-Import Bank by ap- 
proximately $2 billion. Despite 
the lawlessness and violence in 
one area of this hemisphere, 
there has been an _ increased 
recognition of the mutuality of 
interest of the countries of the 
Americas in cultural, economic 
and military ways; our impor- 
tance one to another has been 
reaffirmed. 


We have given of our strength, 
our skills, and our material 
abundance in the task of building 
a strong, stable, secure and pow- 
erful community of free nations. 
From this work we shall not be 
deterred, despite the blustering 
threats of Communist leaders. 


A matter engaging our constant 
concern is to make steady prog- 
ress toward controlled disarma- 
ment.

I will have to go along with this thinking in one 
respect because many of the top tunes now being 
played on radio do have a “sick” sound. What I mean 
is that the lyrics to many of the top tunes have a 
melancholy theme, a plaintive, pleading sound which 
is not altogether different from the lyrics used in 
hillbilly and folk music for decades. 


Whether this is good or bad 
is for the individual listener to 
decide. I like some of it. Some

The term 
“sick” is be- 
ing applied in 
the same man- 
ner as we applied it to “sick” 
humor which infected televi- 


sion comedy last year. 


“Only the Lonely,” a _ tune 
with a new sound, featuring 
Roy Orbison; “Everybody’s 
Somebody's Fool,” Connie 
Francis’ goodie; ““Tell Laura I 
Love Her,”’ by Roy Peterson, 
and ““When Will I Be Loved,” 
featuring the whining Everly 
brothers, are front-runners all. 
They're all “sick” songs. 


All of these songs have sto- 
ries to tell. As one who has 
been a folk music buff for 
many years, I am particularly 
interested in the lyrics to some 
of the new things, and espe- 
cially to the words to “Tell 
Laura,” one of the fastest ris- 
ing things on the record 
market. 


The lyrics to this one tell 
the story of a teen-age boy who 
wants to wed a girl named 
Laura. To obtain funds to pur- 
chase a wedding ring, he enters 
a stock car race. But here are 
the words which are largely re- 
sponsible for this tune’s fantas- 
tic appeal to many youngsters: 


“Laura and Tommy were 
lovers. . . . He wanted to give 
her everything . . . Flowers, 
presents and, most of all, a 
wedding ring ... He saw a 
sign for a stock car race...A 
thousand dollar prize it read. 
. . « He couldn’t get Laura on 
the phone, so to her mother he 


said: ‘Tell Laura I love her; 
tell Laura I need her; tell 
Laura I might be late. . . . I've 
something to do that can not 
wait’, . . . He drove his car to 
the racing grounds .. . He was 
the youngest driver there . . . 
The crowd roared as they 
started the race . . . Around 
the track they drove at a dead- 
ly pace . . . No one knows 
what happened that day... 
How his car turned over in 
flame . . . But as they pulled 
him from the twisted wreck, 
with his dying breath they 
heard him say: ‘Tell Laura I 
love her; tell Laura I need her; 
tell Laura not to cry, my love 
for her will never die!” ... 
Now in the chapel, Laura prays 
for her Tommy who passed 
away... It was just for Laura 
he lived and died. . . . Alone in 
the chapel she can hear him 
cry: ‘Tell Laura I love 
her; tell Laura I need her; tell 
Laura my love for her will nev- 
er die’,”

corny, but if you will dissect 
some of the lyrics to some of 
the old pop tunes possibly you 
will find that tunes of yester- 
year were quite as corny.

Now Helps Enemy

JUAREZ (WNS)—An attractive young woman 
who once rounded up weapons to be run into Cuba 
for Fidel Castro when he was a rebel elader told me 
she is now running guns for his enemies. 


‘Fidel and his henchmen are 
now trying to fatten their own 
purses. They are drunk with 
power,”’ she explained. 


She is Maria Raminez, 27, 
with headquarters in Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. 


I met her quite by accident 
at the Juarez bull ring. We dis- 
cussed one torero’s skill, and I 
offered to introduce him to her. 
After that we went to a cafe 
nearby to listen to some stirring 
bullfight music and, when she 
was sure I was not a counter- 
agent, she told me about her 
gun-running activities. 


BROAD OUTLINE 


Although she withheld the 
most facts about her backers, 
policy-makers, the mode of day- 
to-day operation, and the con- 
tacts—she did give me the broad 
outline. Her final assurance: 
“Many of us who love Cuba 
did all we could to help Fidel 
win a rebel victory, march on 
Havana, and send Batista into 
flight. 


“That was a happy moment 
for all of us. But now we feel 
sorrow—sorrow and shame. And 
many of us who feel that way 
are working just as hard to 
drive Castro out as we worked 
to help make his victory possi- 
ble. 


“I’m up here on a trip to aid 


_ that cause along. Tomorrow, 
|_Tll be heading back for my 
| home base of operations. When
